Chief Shute has not quit, and Inspector Sutherland 
is not the new head of the Edmonton city police department. 

Stung to action by an obviously prepared propaganda 
“extra’’ which appeared from the presses of an Edmonton 
| paper, not the Bulletin, on Friday last, friends of Chief A. 
G. Shute, with 21 years unblemished record on the force, 
11- of which have been as head of the police department, 
{rallied to his aid over the week-end, and the result on Mon- 
day night was the collapse of the attack which had been 


made against his administration, 


COUNCIL CHAMBER 
PACKED TO DOORS 
In one of the most dramatic sessions of the Edmonton city council 
ever held, the aldermen decided against the recommendation brought 
down by the commissioners to sever Chief Shute's rule as head of the 
force, and the council chamber echoed and re-echoed to the cheers of 
approval from a crowd which packed every Inch of available space, 
The decision to retain the chief came at the end of a meeting which 
lasted for four and one-half heurs, and in which practically every 
alderman spoke at length on clause after clause of the commissioners’ 
report, The one alderman noted for a more or less continued silence 
| was Ald. F, A, Keillor, whose charges during the last election campaign 
| started the attack on Chief Shute, Only on very few oceasions did Ald, 
Keillor speak on Monday night, the most notable being, when, without 
any amplifying remarks, he moved that the clause of the commissioners’ 
report forcing Chief Shute to resign, be confirmed,

Samples were immediately rushed to 
the University of Alberta where they 
were tested by Dr. J. A. Allan, head 
of the geology department. The geolo- 
gist was not sanguine as to the pos- 
sibility of discovery being of any great 
value, It was a known fact, he said, 
that there were small amounts of 
platinum in that area, but he did not 
believe that the deposits were of startl- 
ing size or worth 

Prospectors, however, were more 
optimistic. On the evening of March 
22 several cars started for the scene 
of the discovery but it was the follow- 
tng morning before the rea] rush start- 
ced from Edson and Jasper 

Early Monday morning the creek on 
which the discovery was made was 
slaked from its source to the Atha- 
basca river, while other claim seekers 
gave their attention to two other 
creeks running from the same hills 
parallel with “Discovery Creek,”

Much Legislation 
Ready For Assent 


» Following completion of the: debate 


to implement guarantees given in re- 
spect to bank loans to the wheat 
pool, the legislature on Tuesday will 
turn its attention to the considera- 
tion of legislation. 

Premier J. EB, Brownlee is anxious 
to prorogue by the end of this week, 
and if this is to be accomplished the 
legislative mill must grind continual- 


ly. 


Up to now 30 new pieces of legisla- 
tion have been given third reading 
and stand ready for assent by His 


Honor Lieutenant-Governor William 
Egbert 
In addition 18 others have been read 


a second time and passed through 
eommittee and now stand ready for 
third reading. 

Over and above these there are 
neven still to be read a second time, 
while 24 are in committee of the whole 
assembly. 

Several others, including acts deal- 
ing with seed grain relief and 
amendments to the Debt Adjustment 
Act, still have to be introduced, 

Among the contentious matters still 
to be threshed out are the school act, 
the homestead provisions of the new 
jands bill, and the contentious clause 
eight in the wheat pool bill,

ing over a blank check to the govern- 
ment and gave the government abso- 
lute power to issue direct guaranteed 
bonds. This, asserted Mr. Duggan, 
was asking too much. 

Premier Brownlee intervened here 
and asked Mr. Duggan if any addi- 
tional ability was assumed as a re- 
suit of the drafting of the bill, to 
which Mr. Duggan replied in the 
negative. 

Continuing, Mr. Duggan charged 
that the legisjature was not justified 
in passing the clause as it was drafted, 

“There is no rhyme nor reason in 
delegating our legislative authority to 
the government in this matter and I 
for one won't do it, I will not sit in 
this house and pass legislation couched 
in such vague terms.” 

He then stated that he thought the 
whole question of guarantees was get- 
ting to be a “veritable nightmare” in 
which the government finally stepped 
out of the picture, leaving control in 
other hands and with the province 
“holding the bag.” 

In regard to the first of his ques- 
tions, Mr, Duggan stated that the 
government had covenanted to collect 
trom the pool an assignment of assets 
and book debts. From available in- 
formation, it appeared as though this 
had been satisfactorily carried out. 

Dealing with the allegation that the 


government had exceeded its authority | 


in varying the agreement entered into 
in respect to the guarantees, he stated 
that he must concur in what had been 
done, 

“ACTED WISELY” . 

He considered that the circum- 
stances surrounding the departure 
from the agreement, while in general 
to be discouraged, must impel one to 
the irresistible conclusion that the 
“government acted wisely and well.” 

Some strictures, however, were 
placed on the government in this con- 
nection as he felt that the legislature 
should have been summoned to con- 
sider not only wheat pool situation, 
but that of 
“If we are to function as members of 
this house to the maximum degree, we 
must hold ourselves in readiness in 
such an emergency to come wo the 
aid of the government, In this case 
the government assumed more re- 
sponsibility than it should have. The 
government knows the members are 
ready to come to its aid and it would 
have been no inconvenience to come 
and consider the questions. 

Dealing with security, Mr. Duggan 
Stated that the assets of the pool were 
given as $9,404,000 and that according 
to his figures, the real loss in respect 
to the guarantees would be $6,284,000. 
Thus there would be a margin of 
security of $3,120,000, 

The big question to his mind was 
what assets would be worth if thrown 
on the open market, In many places 
pool elevators duplicated the services 
already provided, which fact would 
greatly reduce their realizable value. 

He feit 4 40 per cent reduction in 
paper value would be fair, which 
would leave the pool with a loss of 
$640,000. This, of course, would only 
be applicable in case of failure of the 
pool, 

As against this a raise in the price 
of wheat of anywhere from five to 10 
cents a bushel would again wipe out 
any possibility of loss, 

SECURITY SAFE 

Therefore, he was not by any means 
alarmed at the question of security, 

“This is a most gratifying feature 
of the situation,” he said, 

He felt the possibility of ultimate 
loss had been minimized to a great 
extent by the judicious new policies 
adopted by John I. McFarland. 

He also felt that in guaranteeing 
pool operations there was a@ great 
stride being taken in restoring confi- 
dence of big buyers in Great Britain 
and other leading purchasing coun- 
tries, 

Speaking of the carry-over, he said 
that the situation could not be reme- 
died by one stroke of the pen. 

The best security the government 
had was not the mere physical assets 
of the pool, but the goodwill of the 
big importers, whieh was cf inestim- 
able value and if the present situation 
could be adequately met, then he saw

GET ON WITH THE JOB 

The two chief recommendations made 
in the Griesbach report were approved by 
the city council last night as the basis for 
the reorganization of the city's police 
force. The appointment of a police com- 
mission was approved in principle. And 
council agreed that the police asseciation 
should sever its relations with any and 
all outside organizations, the specific re- 


ference being to the trades and labor 
council and to labor unions, 
These then are the conditions under 


which Chief Shute is to attempt a read- 
justment of the force. Whether the com- 
mission is to be set up at once is left an 
open question. It would seem reasonable 
that if the force is to work under a com- 
mission, which body will be responsible 
for its efficiency, the sooner the commis- 
sion is created the better. Reconstruction 
would probably be got along with in a 
more satisfactory manner if the perman- 
ent supervising body were on the job 
while it is being made. 

Whether that is done or not, one thing 
the circumstances very plainly call for. 
That is, that the late enlivening but un- 
helpful incidents be forgotten as quickly 
as is humanly possible, and that all par-* 
ties concerned in the preservation of law 
and order in the city give their services 
loyally to each other and to the public to 
that end. 

The efficiency of our protective force 
has been sharply called into question, Its 
limitations and supposed limitations have 
been trumpeted to the four winds. A situ- 
ation has been created in which co-opera- 
tion must be difficult. It is the business 
of council, commissioners and Chief to see 
that the reorganization is put through 
promptly and on lines that will give the 
citizens the thorough efficiency to which 
they are entitled and for which they are 
prepared to pay. 


THE POLICE MUDDLE 


It may be that a more unfortunate 
way could have been found of going about 
the reorganization of the city police force 
than that which has been followed, but 
this does not seem to be probable. That 
must be clear enough at this time to the 
city council, as it assuredly is to the 
public. 

The upshot of the whole devious pro- 
cedure was that Chief Shute was made to 
appear as the appointed victim of a con- 
spiracy on the part of Mayor Douglas and 
a group of the aldermen, with the Mayor 
figuring in the unlovely spectacle to the 
extent of dealing at least in a “termino- 
logical inexactitude”’ when he repeatedly 
denied on Friday that he had asked for 
the resignation of the Chief, and explicit- 
ly declared that there was ‘nothing in it” 
when his attention was called to the re- 
port published in the propaganda extra 
issued by friend Journal. 

On Saturday the newspaper which thus 
made itself a party to the supposed plot 
stated in an editorial: “Long before the 
police investigation was set under way, it 
was confidently stated in usually well-in- 
formed quarters that Sutherland was to 
replace Shute.” 

Well, if that was the intention, why in 
the name of common sense was the propo- 


sal not brought into council in an open 
and above board way, and the change 
made as changes in departmental heads 


are commonly made, on the clear and can- 
didly accepted responsibility of council? 

Instead, a commissioner was appointed 
to investigate the police department from 
stem to gudgeon, at considerable cost to 
the city, it is to be assumed. The com- 
missioner said nothing about ‘firing’ 
Chief Shute,.and on the contrary paid a 
tribute to his honesty and fidelity. 

In the light of subsequent developments 
the failure of the commissioner to suggest 
the removal of the Chief may be suspected 
to be the reason why the totally unexpect- 
ed step was taken of proposing that the 
Provincial Government be asked to police 
the city. That scheme proving abortive, 
the Journal came into action with its 
propaganda special, carefully — pre-ar- 
ranged to bring pressure upon the Chief 
to resign and thus clear the way for the 
carrying out of the plan which it says 
was long ago talked about in ‘well inform- 
ed quarters.” 

Through the fog of controversy and 
rumor that has followed one fact stands 
clear, A situation has been created that 
is neither helpful to the efficiency of the

THE POOL STILL “IN BEING” 


The statement of Premier Brownlee in 
regard to the positien of the wheat pool 
is clarifying, and will therefore be wel- 
comed by the public, if the position thus 
disclosed is by no means as satisfactory 
as expected and hoped when the Govern- 
ment a year ago came to the assistance of 
that enterprise, It at least shows that 
the pool—and the corresponding organiza- 
tions in Saskatchewan and Manitoba—has 
been maintained as a going concern, That 
in the circumstances is a matter of major 
importance te the taxpayers of the pro- 
vince, as well as to the pool members; 
perhaps a matter of greater concern to 
the former than to the latter. 

It is not news that the intervention of 
the provinces last summer saved the pools 
from collapse, and prevented the imme- 
diate throwing on the market of an enor- 
mous amount of wheat; the effect of 
which must have been the demoralization 
of prices to a degree worse than that 
which actually occurred. What has not 
been so clearly understood heretofore 
is that the pools faced another crisis last 
fall, when the banks were unwilling to fi- 
nance the marketing of the new crop on 
the usual terms, in view of the market con- 
ditions and the accumulation of 1929 
wheat still unsold. 

As the result of negotiations between 
the provincial and Dominion Governments 
and the banks, some arrangement was 
made by the Dominion Government which 
enabled the marketing of the new crop to 
proceed; part of the'arrangement evident- 
ly being the appointment of Mr. McFar- 
land as head of the selling agency of the 
pools, and the adoption of a selling, as 
against a holding, policy. 

Whatever fault may be found with the 
detailed action of the Alberta Government 
in dealing with the difficult situation that 
was created by the unprecedented slump 
in prices during the summer and fall, the 
outcome is that the Alberta pool is still in 
existence and still carrying its load of 
debt, nominally at least. There is there- 
fore a possibility that the pool may be able 
to recover its losses by creating a reserve 
fund from future business, and that even- 
tually the province may escape without 
loss. 

The only alternative to maintaining the 
pool was that the province should fore- 
close and take possession of the pool ele- 
vators, pay the banks, and undertake to 
salvage what it could by operating, selling 
or leasing the elevators. Confronted with 
that unattractive alternative, the Govern- 
ment chose the lesser of the two evils, for 
which the taxpayers should and will be 
duly thankful.

Health and Diet Advice

TRAINING THE MEMORY 


Possibly somebody has heard of some memory ex- 
pert who claims to remember the name, address, tele- 
phone number and occupation of everyone to whom 
he has ever been introduced. It is true that some 
people are undoubtedly endowed by Nature with 
phenomenal memories, although the claims made 
are usually exaggerated, and are often the result of 
learning little tricks for refreshing the memory. 


It is estimated that there are at least 600,000,000 
nerve cells in the brain, Each one of these nerve 
cells may have hundreds of small branches whieh 
form numberless combinations with other cells, Sen- 
sations entering the brain through the eyes, ears, 
or other senses are selected and carried in some way 
to special groups of these cells. Through repetition, 
these impressions may make special groups of cells 
function more easily, 


Memory is undoubtedly a complicated process, for 
6 consists in the ability to recall and visualize that 
which has occurred before. We probably think by 
having the thought foree travel over the groups of 
cells which were affected by previous experiences 

It is true that no amount of training will create 
a good memory if the brain cells are defective, but it 
is often possible for one with a weak natural mem- 
ory to surpass one eof exceptional ability through 
Jearning to train the mind more intensely, 

A good memory depends upon the power of greup- 
ing ideas so that they are in a rational order, The 
one who thinks most strongly upon the things he de- 
sires to memorize will have the best memory, 4 other 
conditions are equal, 

Many persons haye remarkable memories of al) 
the facts concerning their particular specialties, and 
yet may have poor memories in other fields, 

Your memory is created mainly by impressions 
coming to the brain through the eyes, ears and mus- 
cle sense. Most people do not realize how important 
the muscle sense is in memorizing, Whenever you 
speak you are forcing the «muscles of your lips, 
tongue and vocal cords to act, and the brain also 
receives the impression of thelr movements, 60 that 
one of the easiest ways to memorize is to speak out 
loud whatever you are trying to memorize, 

The loss of memory which comes on in old age 
is usually due to the destructive effects of toxins in 
the system. The nerve cells of the brain are espe- 
cially easily damaged, Apoplexy or concussion of the 
brain may cause a temporary or permanent loss of 
the memory 

In improving the memory it is important to in- 
crease all of the channels of elimination, overcoming 
anemia, dyspepsia and constipation, The toxins from 
intestinal poisoning are undoubtedly one of the 
greatest factors in producing a bad memory. 

The one who would memorize must learn to think 
properly, clearly classifying events in his mind and as- 
soclating new ideas with previously learned facts.

Voltaire, so long in disfavor at the French court, 
went back to Paris in his eighty-fourth year for what 
proved to be the closing scenes of his life. 

Almost his first action on his arrival was to seek 
his old friend, Comte d’Argental, 

“I have left off dying to come and see you,” he ex- 
claimed, throwing his arms around the Comte. 

Voltaire’s wit, was noted for its suave brilliancy. 
To enjoy his conversation was a privilege sought by 
notables from all over the world. 

In his youth the Chevalier de Rohan had employ- 
ed three rowdies to beat him for a remark which did 
not show exceeding respect for the nobility, Voltaire 
challenged him to a duel and was thrown into prison. 
This incident enlisted him as a soldier against all op- 
pression and all intolerance, Using his pen in a long 
battle tint counted mightily in ushering in a new era 
of liberty, he wielded it as a twe-edged sword, But 
in conversation his wit was like the thrust of a 
rapier, # 

On his release from the Bastile, the Regent made 
him a gift of a thousand crowns, 

“I thank your Royal Highness that you are thus 
careful of my board,” said Voltaire, “but no more of 
your lodgings, I beseech you.” ~ 

The Duke of Villars, who liked to appear in the- 
atricals, asked Voltaire how he thought he acted. 

“Like a duke and a peer,” sald the sage. 

He thought his “Russia Under Peter I’ would not 
be as amusing as his “Life of Charles XII,” “Peter 
was only extraordinarily wise, while Charlies was ex- 
traordinarily foolish,” he explained, 

“I would give a hundred years of immortality for 
a good digestion,” he once said. 

He long corresponded with Catherine the Great of 
Russia, although they never met. When Catherine 
was suspected of poisoning her husband, Peter, Vol- 
taire pooh-poohed “that bagatelle about a husband.” 
Smiling wickedly, he added: “I do not mix myself in 
family affairs.” 

As death neared, the Abbe Martin insisted that he 
confess himself, 

“From whom do you come?” asked Voltairg 

“Prom God Himself.” 

“Very well, sir-your credentials,” retorted the old 
man? Later, though, he made a confession of faith, 

For a long time he was a happy guest at the court 
of Frederick the Great of Prussia, where he corrected 
the writings of the monarch. But they finally got on 
each others nerves. On the king sending him some 
verses to look over, Voltaire exclaimed: “Will he never 
leave off sending me his dirty linen to wash!" 

The remark helped to bring about his exit from 
Prussia.

John Harrison, mechanician, died 
March 24, 1776, Some men are 


doomed to mediocrity even though 
they deserve a greater place, John 
Harrison seems to have been born 
in that class, for his name is of lit- 
tle account in the records of blazing 
reputations. He was the son of a 
Yorkshire carpenter, and seems to 
have been interested in mechanism 
from childhood, Most boys are for 
that matter, but whereas the ma- 
jority of them display the propensi- 
ty by pulling the wheels apart, John 
Harrison differed by the desire to 
put them together. Clocks had an 
especial fascinaiion for him, and he 
an especial ability to deal with
